Britains New 17-inch Gun Will 
Revolutionize Operations In 
Artillery Says New York Report 


Making of These Guns and New Type of Shells Is Cause of Delay in 


Big Western Advance Say Recent Arrivals From England— 
Government Experts Have Been Working on This Since Last 
November—2nd Canadian Contingent Sent to France

NEW YORY, Aug 18.-—Today's New York Tribune contains the follow- 
ing: Recent arrivals from England are able to afford some explanation of 
the delayed British advance, which es much in England as throughout the 
rest of the world has caused considerable bewilderment. 

Their explanation is that Lord Kitchener has been waiting to launch 
“his great surprise.” And this surprise hes in the completion of new guns 
and a new type of shell which it is believed will revolutionize artillery oper- 
ations, and make the path of the allies to Berlin more possible than hitherto, 

Soon after the beginning of the war, when it became patent that high 
explosives were to be the dominating factor in the struggle for victory, the 
combined efforts of British chemists and ordnance experts Invented a shell 
unquestionably more powerful than any previously used, In destructive 
power it was without doubt superior to any: previously known, A variation 
in explosive composition rendered it likely to supercede all types in use, 

The government ordered experiments to be made with big guns 
being manufactured at Woolwich arsenal, 

As far back am last November government experts were at work on this 
problem, They experimented with various alloys of steel, trying to find one 
that would stand the strain of such a shell, Finally they sueceeded, They 
produced a 17-inch gun that would suit this purpose, Various experiments 
have been made, and are belleved to have been entirely successful, It ts 
stated that the shell will be carried 25 miles and wilt work havoc on a scale 
entirely unprecedented, 

Thus is answered the reason why no advance was made when Warsaw 
was about to fall and the main bulk of the German troops were concentrated | 
on that front. It also explains why, after the great movement of Kitchen 
army to France early in July the troops were not used, Nothing was to 
done until these guns, which the great armament factories of Britain have 
been working on for six months, had been delivered in sufficient quantities

BEST VET HELD 


As Centre of Great Mixed Farm- 
ingArea Vegreville Attracts 
Splendid Exhibits 


EDMONTON SLocK WIN- 
NERS DIVIDE PRIZES 


Showing of Cattle is Particularly 
Good—Big Attendance on 
Second Day 


By Bulletin Staf Reporter, 
Vegreville, Aug. 18--The Vegreville 
ennual fair closes this afternoon 
after a two-day cxhibition that in 
niany respects is the best t's fertile 
furming region has ever taken part 
in. Yesterday was given over to the 
judging work and before nightfati 
practically all the ribbons had been 
awarded in the many classes., This 
riorning there ren.ained only a small 
portion of the live stock to judge, 
these including the sheep and swine. 
(This afternoon found the attend- 
ance much better than yesterday and 


the officials of the association are 
well pleased with the manner in 
which the farmers have responded 


when it is considered that thousands 
of acres of ripe grain are now await- 
ing the binders in the district, 

Too Busy to show. 

Significantly placed within a stone’s 
throw of stretching flelds of golden 
grain the 'Vegreville fair grounds dur- 
ing these two days might properly be 
regarded as the cornucopia cf the big 
district since there was assembled 
there a splendid range of specimens 
from the gardens, fields and pastures 
of an extensive farming area, In some 
respects the officials consider this 
year’s display inferior to that of the 
past year or two for the reason that 
the majority cf the farmers have been 
too busy to preparve for the exhibition, 
Thus was apparent the anomaly of an 
exhibition being restricted in extent 
by the very abundence of the district's 
crop production. 

In the majority of classes on exhi- 
bition there was. however, a better 
showing than last year and in certain 
of these dispiays it is doubtful if bet- 
ter could be found anywhere. One 
look around the vgricultural building 
vas sufficient to prove th» high stand- 
ard of the Vegreville district asa 
small grain producer, while in the 
cattle and horse judging rings were 
to be seen some of the pure breds 
that carrjed off more than one prem- 
ier ribbon at the recent Edmonton ex- 
hibition, 

Market for Wide Area, 

One noticeable feature of the list 
of entries in the live stock classes was 
the presence of many exhibitors from 
farming communities tv ty and 
Shinty amites distant’ from “the “town, 
showing what a remarkably large 
area is served by Vegreville ss a mar- 
et centre, This is particularly truc 
of. the country north of the town, 
which has been settled for many years 
and is recognized as one of the ‘best 


mixed farming districts in the pro- 
vince, 

Vegreville itself is a thrifty and 
compactly built town of about eigh- 


teen hundred inhabitants, who walk 
streets lighted ‘with natural gas, and 
who have in their homes all the con- 
Veniences offered by a modern water 
and electric light plant. Some extent 
of the live stock industry in the sur- 
rounding district ts learned from the 
record of catlle and ‘hog shipments 
made from the town, (When the hog 
shipments alene sometimes reach ten 
car loads weekly it must remind the 
casual visitor‘of “carrying coals to 
Newcastle” to find men making prac- 
tically all the showing in the swine 
classes at the annual exhibition. 
Cattle Exhibits High Class, 

While the swine and horse showing 
was coasidered smatler than last year 
the cattle entries were more numer- 
ous than ever before and the stand- 
ard has been very high for an exhibi- 
tion of this size. Of one hundred en- 
tries the Wherdeen [Polled Angus were 
far in the lead in point of numbers, 
there ‘being no less than four good 
herds of these animals in competition 
The most of these were on exhibi- 
tion in Edmonton last week, in the 
herds of (Lew Hutchinson, of Du- 
lhamel, and W. R. Stewart, of Meadow 
Breok farm, | ‘Daysland. However, 
these choice animals were obliged to 
civide the prize awards at Vegreville, 
and WJ. J. Bell, of Islay, Mr, Bell's 
herd of “Polls swept the boards at

Neil Smith, of ‘Brampton, On- 
turio, and these were mostly animals 
belonging to farmers in the district. 
Scine of the teams shown would have 
no trouble in winning a_ place at 
some of the larger exhibitions, the 
evidence of general desire to improve 
the quality of the farm work horses 
being in every sense outstanding. It 
was stated in many quarters-to the 
Tulletin yesterday that the exhibition 
of horses in no way did justice to the 
district since the foreign element 
omongst the settlers cannot, be in- 
duced to assist in the exhibition, al- 
though possessing some of. the best 
horse flesh to be found in any farming 
country.
